BUILDING CONSTRUCTION. 


‘The report of the Director of Public 
Works for 1920,- just isaued, states 


. \that the amount voted forthe Depart- 


ment's purposes was $5,$93,887.70, 
and the amount spent $3,850,359.17. 


| Several factors contributed to savings. 


including the high rate of exchange, 
but the savings were wiped ont br 
excesses on othersub-heads. Actually 
the amount spent in 1920 wau 
$40,463.71 more than in 1919. 

“The Watérworks earned $589,350.15, 

ot $58,248.25 more than in 19]! 
Land sales and sarveys yielded $553 
660.21, a big inérease on the $ 
468.56 of 1919 and the $301,760.97 
of 1918. Sales by auction in parsuance 
of the opening up.of new sites was 
Yesponsible for the greater part of the 
increase. , 
"Included in the catalogue of “‘ prin- 
cipal works of a private nature by 
undertaken in the Colony last year 
are the following :— 

The new rvsidential wing at the 
Repulse Bay Horel on R.BL 142 
was comrleted and the erection of an 
additional residential wing and of an 
extensive twostorered garage Was 
commenced. 

Considerable progress was made 
with the erection of 2 power house for 
the China Light and Power Company 
on E.ML. 93 Hunghom, and the 
erection of two large buildings for 
officers and staf quarters respectively 
was commenced. 

The large reinforced concrete 
godown for the Hongkeng and Kow- 
loon Wharf and Godown Con.pany on 
K.M.L 91 referred to in last year’s 
report was completed and the erection 
of a large block of offices for the 
same Company on K.M.L. 1] was 
commenced. 

The development of the area at 
Ho Mun Tin (K.T.L.’s 1308 to 1348) 
referred to injast yeafs report was 
proceeded with, 17 houses were com- 
pleted by the end of the year, and 4 
others were in course of erection. 

Within the ares owned by the 
Hongkong and Whampoa Dock Com- 
pany at Hunghom, two large Dlocks 
containing 16 houses were erected to

pean Sta and another block was 
commenced. Progress was made with 
sites for other blocks and with the 
erection of a Platers’ Shed.and af the 
other buildings referred to in last 
year’s report.

4. Subject to what is stated in para- 
graph 6 belcw, this Ordinance will 
tefer only to persons appointed or re- 
appeinted after the commencement of 
the Ordinance, and, asis the case with 
the existing Ordinances, it will not 
apply to any person whose salary is 

+ss than $420 per annum. 

5. Power is given to the Governor 
in Council to exelnde from the opera 
tion of the Ordinance officers appoint 
ed for work of as. ecial or temporary 
character, and provision is made for 
the return of any contributions made 
to thefund by any such officers before 
the date of exclusion. 

6. Ciause 4 of the bill gives to
